Now these men believe they are making just 
criticisms and some of them are. Many newspapers print en­ 
tirely too much -trash. They print the sordid doings ct sordid 
people, and the yellow journal has been one of the American 
inventions or discoveries which should never have been made. 
At the same time, newspapers are just exactly what the 
name Implies if they are edited honestly ami efficiently. I In ii 
main object is to give news, or the interested happenings of 
the world and news is the unexpected or unusual. It is not 
news that the sun rose this morning, but it would have been 
news had it not risen. It is not news when a preacher lives 
an upright Christian life and preaches the Gospel, but it is 
news when he does not. It is not news when a criminal t 011- 


t in u h ! Iv keeps company with his kind, but it is news when he 
begins going to church and keeps away from the di\es and 
gambling dens. 
In addition to the unexpected, news consists of what 
public officials are doing, when the acts concern the people 
as a whole. That is the reason all news gathering agencies 
have representatives in \\ ashington and the state capitals. 
There are times when sermons become news, but gen­ 
erally speaking they are not. If a person wants to read a re­ 
ligious treatise, he knows where to find one. Unless a sermon 
contains something apart from the average, and the average 
sermon is the most valuable one, it would not tall into tht 
news columns, and the fact that it would not fall into the now > 
columns is generally a compliment. There is nothing of the 
startling interesting about a God fearing and serving pastor 
leading his flock beside the still waters, but there is some­ 
thing that is inspiring and divine about it. 
Ministers'of the present day often utter truths and re­ 
ligious precepts as holy and as inspiring as those of Paul, but 
even Paul’s letters and addresses would not have been news 
when they were uttered, unless the fact that he was bold 
enough to defy the Roman authorities made them news. 
In addition to being strictly newspapers, most of the 
daily publications are gradually using more material which 
formerly was used only in magazines. Now all daily news­ 
papers try to have a certain amount of fiction, articles on 
science, religion and other phases of our modern life. Some of 
these articles are news and some are not. 
The time may come, and we believe it will come, when 
every newspaper will give more space to religious matters, 
but this time will be only when there is a distinct demand for 
such. While all newspapers censor the matter which goes into 
their colums, they put in only such as they believe will interest 
at least a considerable part of the reading public.

Ever since the close of the war the world has been 
regaled with stories of the extravagant expendidtures of the 
Germans. The reason may be found in the fall of the purchas­ 
ing power of the mark. The government kept the printing 
presses busy turning out uncounted billions of new money. As 
all paper money must sooner or later be redeemed in gold 
or silver and each succeeding flood of these paper promises 
to pay made the chances of their ever being redeemed more 
remote, naturally the currency depreciated until a mark, in­ 
stead of being forth 24 cents of American money, was worth 
only about a third of a cent. When a man got hold of a bale^ 
of paper marks he hastened to unload on some other fellow 
before his money lost any more of its purchasing powder. This 
fellow in turn spent it with some one else and so it went. 
Trade was booming all the time, but every one knew that the 
time must eventually come when the paper money would 
be worthless and everybody would be broke. This example 
and that of other European powers, even those which are 
considered solvent, would be a body blow to the old fiat 
money advocate of Greenback and Populist days. 
There must 
be something behind a piece of paper to make it worth what 
its face calls for. Promises to pay must be backed with a per­ 
formance of the promise whether it be made by an individual 
or by a government.
